a r e s u l t o f  t h i s  p lea " I t  is  adjudged as to each of  the 
counts I ,  2 and 3, t ha t  the defendant  pay a f i n e  unto the 
Uni ted States o f  America in the sum of  Five Thousand 
Do l l a r s  ( $ 5 , 0 0 0 . 0 0 ) ,  the t o t a l  f i n e  being F i f t een  Thousand 
Do l l a r s  ($15 ,000 .00 ) .
